Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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3. Claim 2-5, 7-10 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Telefus (5,694,304). Telefus (a first embodiment Hgure 4) discloses the claimed invention, 
a resonant power converter having two transformers (Tl and T2) with the two primaries (Tpl 
and Tp2) coupled in series and each of the two transformers include secondary winding (Tsl and 
Ts2) for supplying a non-zero current to a common load during a substantially the same time 
period except for having the first transformer which includes a first predetermined number of 
further secondary windings for supplying a first total power to associated loads. Telefus (a 
second embodiment figure 2) discloses that it is known in the art to provide the first transformer 
which includes a first predetermined number of further secondary windings for supplying a first 
total power to associated loads. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention was made to provide the first transformer which includes a first 
predetermined number of further secondary windings for supplying a first total power to 
associated loads of Telefus (a second embodiment figure 2) with a resonant power converter 
having two transformers (Tl and T2) with the two primaries (Tpl and Tp2) coupled in series and • 
each of the two transformers include secondary winding (Tsl and Ts2) for supplying a non-zero 
current to a common load during a substantially the same time period of Telefiis (a first 
embodiment figure 4) , in order to provide a two transformer circuit with primaries connected in 
series with their secondary windings connected to supply current to a common load and have 
another secondary winding to provide power to the associated load. The pluralities of loads can 
be satisfied by having a pluralities of secondary windings as shown in Telefus and the 
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combination of the secondary windings from two separate transformers for loads that have 
additional power requirement is clearly shown in figure 4.
